w advance the interests of society. He spoke 
kindly of the negro race, he favored every 
gfort to advance them to every position to 
ghich they were qualified. He regarded the 
endowment of suffrage as a blunder. 

THE NEGRO CHARACTER. 

In this connection he analyzed the 
character of the negro, tracing him from his 
betbarous condition in Africa, through his 
period of slavery and to the time he was given 
the full rights of citizenship as a voter and 
ofiee holder. He said that to foundjignorance 
on barbarism was a poor qualification for 
suffrage. It was bestowed upon them, not 
from an§ feeling of philanthropy but for party 
asendancy. They were expected to be tools 
inthe hands of the republican party to con- 
time itin power. He said that now that they 
have the suffrage it would be unwise 
andcontrary to the spirit of our institutions 
bo = take it from them. Wis" 
he argued for was that they should not by in- 
tervention make it ranklein the flesh of the 
south. It would require time and patience 
and long suffering to prepare them for an 
intelligent exercise of the ballot. This prepara- 
tin conid not be forced. Lvery effort to in- 
dite them as a class against the whites would 
embarrass methods for their. improvement and 
slevation, which, while it would annoy the 
ghites, would be disastrous to the negroes. 

THE SOUTH MORE FRIENDLY. 

By a statistical comparison he showed that 
thewhites of the south were more friendly 
ian the agitators of the north.

The Caucus a Fizzle. 

The republican senatorial caucus at Senator 
McMillan’s tonight, which was expected to

The west 
erm men seemed to want free coinage, and 
seemed determined to have it. The discussion 
grow warm at times, but would soon became 
calm again.

In- 
deed,there was too much wine for business,and 
the caucusadjourned without deciding anything 
82V6 that another caucus should be held some 
time during the week. The two wings of the 
republican senate might flop together, but 
they are yet very wide apart. It remains tobe 
seen .what intluence Mr. Harrison and the 
other gold leaders will have with the rank and 
file of the republican party. The chances, 
however, favor Mr. Harrison being forced to 
decline a renomination, if he has determined 


to do it in the event the force bill is shelved. 


Buck's Little Boss Is Mad. 

A western republican senator, whose vote 
has once beeti cast for free coinage, and who 
has spoken for free coinage, went to the white 
house this morning.

He said the republican 
party stood committed to the bill, and that 
should it fail the party would be in a hopeless 
condition. 

“Why,’’ said the little chief executive, as 
he became warm inthe collar, ‘if that bill 
fails to pass congress, I shall refuse to accept 
a renomination at the hands of my party. I 
Shall positively refuse it.” 

The senator looked at the president quizzic- 
ally. He was about to smile, but Mr. Harri- 
son’s temper was rising every minute. Jump- 
ing from his chair and stamping his little foot 
upon the carpet, he repeated: 

“Yes, sir, I shall positively refuse to bea 
candidate.”’

But the House Did Not Do Anything of 
Importance. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—On motion of 
Mr. Carter, of Montana, the oath of office as 
postmaster of the house was administered to 
James W. Hathaway, of Montana. 

Mr. McKinley, from the ways and means 
committee, reported and the house adopted, a 
resolution calling on the secretary of tlie 
treasury for the names of the several banks in 
which public mcney is deposited, the place 
where such depositories are situated, the date 
of such deposits, the reasons therefor and the 
rate of interest, if any, which has been or is 
now paid into the treasury by such depositories 
in return for the use of the pubiic funds. 

Also, for information as to the authority by 
which, and the law under which, such deposits 
were made. The speaker stated that the 
pending business was a motion made on Sep- 
tember Ist by Mr. Hermann, of Oregon, to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill for the ad- 
justment and payment of claims arising from 
Indian depredations. The bill provides for 
the appointment, by the president, of three 
judges, to constitute a court, to be known as 
the court of Indian depredation claims, and 
to inquire into, and adjudicate all claims for 
the property of citizeus takenjby the Indians 
without just cause. 

After an advocacy of the measure by Messrs. 
Hermann, Lanham, Townsend of Colorado, 
Sayers, Mills and Perkins, and a criticism upon 
it by Messrs. Helman and Kilgore, the motion 
was agreed to and the bill passed. 

Mr. Spinola, from the committee on military 
affairs, moved to suspend the rules and pass 
the bill appropriating 5100,000 for the erection 
of a monument to tle victims of prison ships 
at Fort Green, Brooklyn. 

Mr. Kerr, of Iowa, demanded a second, 
which was ordered—0 to 7. 

A long debate followed, and the motion was 
lost. Yeas, 90; nays, 153. 

On the next motion, to suspend the rules 
and pass the bil! for the retirement of mates in 
the navy, no quorum voted. 

Mr. McKinley, from the committee on ways 
and means, reported the Flower joint resolu- 
tion, extending the bonded pericd irom Feb- 
ruary Istto July Ist, 1891. There being a 
disposition on the part of Mr. Culberson, of 
Texas, to debate the measure, Mr. McKinley 
withdrew it. Mr. Enloe raised the point of 
no quorum, and the house adjourned,

WILL THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION 
MATERIALIZE? 


A STATE OF CONTRADICTION SHOWN. 


A Call for It Is Issued from Kansas City, 
While the Leaders Still in Florida 
Declare that It Is Off. 


Kansas City, December 15.—The follow- 
ing is a call for a conference of the third party 
movement, which took shape at the recent 
convention at Ocala, Fla.: 

TOPEKA, Kan., December 13.—Whereas, in unity 
there is strength, therefore it is desirable that 
there should be a union of all the variously 
hamed organizations that stand en common 
ground. 

To thisend the individuals and various states 
which we hereto sign, make this cali for a national 
conference, to be composed of delegates from the 
following organizations, namely: The independ- 
ent party, people’s party, by ita rep- 
resentatives ; union labor _ party, by 
its representatives; late federal and confederate 
soldiers, by their representatives ; Farmers’ Alji- 
ance, Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, Citi- 
zens’ Alliance, Knights of Labor, Colored Farmers’ 
Alliance, and all other industrial organizations 
that support the principles of the St. Louis agree- 
ment of December, 1&sv. 

Each state organization is to send one delegate 
from each congressional district and two from the 
State atlarge, and each district orgarization to 
sénd not less than three delegates, and each gounty 
organization not less than one delegate, to be 
chosen according to the custom of each respective 
organization during the month of January, 1891; 
also, that the editor of each newspaper is hereby 
invited, as a delegate, that has advocated the 
principies of the St. Lonis agreement aid sup- 
ported the candidates nominated therein in 180. 

The delegates are to meet in the city of Cincin- 
nati, O.,0n Monday the 23d day of February, 
1891, at 2 o’clock, for the purpose of forming a 
national union based unon the fundamental ideas 
of finance, transportation, labor and Jand, and the 
transaction of other legitimate business in 
furtherance of the work already begun by those 
organizations preparatory to a united struggie for 
country and home inthe great political conflict 
now pending, that must decide who in 
this country is the sovereign—the citizen or the 
dollar. .

A Confederate Veteran Grows Weary of 
the Fight. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., December 15.—[Special.] 
Captain John G. Potts, a veteranof the con- 
federate war, and for some time past a resi- 
dent of Charlotte, died at his home, corner of 
eighth and B streets, at § o’clock this evening, 
from a pistol shot wound in the head. It will 
possibly never be known whether his death 
was the result of anaccident or an event 
brought about deliberately by his own hand. 

Captain Potts arose early this morning 
about daylight and went down into the 
kitchen to kindle a fire, so that, as he said, he 
could get an early breakfast and be otf to busi- 
ness. He carried his overcoat down stairs s0 
that he wouldn’t have to go back upstairs for 
it. The members of his household shortly 
after followed him, and when the door of the 
back room, which is located in the basement, 
was opened, a shocking sight was revealed. 
Mr. Potts was lying on the floor, his faceina 
pool of blood, and from @ wound in his 
head blood and brains were oozing. A fire 
had been lighted in the stove afresh, after put- 
ting on the vessels ‘and everything arranged 
for the preparation of breakfast. <A 42-calibre 


‘pulldog pistol was lying on the floor by the 


side of the prostrate man. He was found to 
be still breathing bus was unconscious. A 
messenger was dispatched for a physician, and 
Dr. J. BP. MeCombs responded, but at first

Captain Potts lived for about two hours 
after being shot.

| SITTING BULL SLAIN. 


WHILE IN THE HANDS OF THE IN- 
DIAN POLICE, 


‘HIS FOLLOWERS ATTEMPT A RESCUE. 


A Fight Ensues, and Several Are Killed on 
Both Sides—The Signal by Night. 
Indians Preparing for Battle. 


Sr. Paun, Minn., December 15.—Sitting Bull 
has been killed. General Miles received two 
dispatches this evening—first from Pierre, 
5S. D., stating that Sitting Bull and his son 
had been killed, but giving no further particu- 
lars. The other was from Standing Rock 
agency and stating that Indian police started 
out this morning to arrest Sitting Bull, having 
understood that he propesed starting out for 
the Bad Lands at once. 

Lhe police were followed by a troop of cav- 
alry, under Captain Fechet, and infantry 
under Colonel Dram. When the police 
reached Sitting Bull’s camp on Grand river, 
about forty miles from Standing Rock, they 
found arrangements being made for departure. 
The cavalry had not yet reached camp when 
the police arrested Sitting Bull and started 
back with him. His followers quickly rellied 
to his rescue and tried to retake him. In the 
melee that ensued the wily old chief 
is said to have been. killed, and 
five of the best of the Indian 

olice were also killed. One of the policemen 
semen on one of Sitting Bull’s horses and 
rode back to the cavalry and infantry, telling 
them to hurry up to the support of the police, 
and then hurried on to the agency with the 
news of the battle. Nothing later than this 
has yet been received, but the death of Sitting 
Bull and of at least five of those who had cap- 
tured him seems undoubtedly true. 
THE NEWS CONFIRMED, 

Wasuinatron, December 15.—Indian Com- 
missioner Morgan this evening received from 
Indian Agent McLaughlin the following dis- 
patch, dated Fort Yates, Ni: D., December 15th: 

The Indian police arrested Sitting Bull at his 
camp, forty miles northwest of the agency, this 
morning at daylicht. His followers attempted his 
reacue, andthe fighting commenced. Four police- 


men were killed and three wounded. Eight Indians 
were killed, including Sitting Bull and his son, 


b Crowfoot, ind several others were wounded. The 


police were surrounded for a time, but main- 
tained their ground until relieved by the United 
States troups, who now have possession of Sitting 
Bull's camp, with all the women, children and 


rapensy. 

Sitting Bull’s followers, probably 100 men, 
deserted their families and fled west np the Grand 
river. The police behaved nobiy, and great credit 
is duethem. Particulars by mail. 

Commissioner Morgan showed the telegram 
to the president late this evening. The presi- 
dent said that he had regarded Sitting Bull as 
the great disturbing element in his tribe, and 
now that he was out of the way, he hoped that 
a setticoment of the difficulties could be 
reached without further bloodshed. 

A TELEGRAM FROM GENERAL BROOKE. 

Cuicaco, December 15.—General Brooke, 
in command of the troops in Pine Ridge, tele- 
graphed the situation to Assistant Adjutant 
General Corbin at army headquarters tonight 
as follows: 

All the Indians who can be brought in are now 
here, leaving about 200 bucksin the Bad Lands, 
who refuse to listen to any one or anything. 
Against these I will send a sufficient force to cap- 
ture or fight them. All has been done that could 
be done. The Indians now out bave a greatmany 
of stolen horses and cattle with them. I hope to 
be able to end this matter now.

The Indians in the camp‘of the 
friendlies, on being asked what the signal 
meant, declined at first to talk, but being 
pressed, finally said that it meant 
tha their brothers in Bad Land 
would be on the warpath within 
one sun, and that al] Indians who did not join 
them would be dogs and eneimiesfoerver. The 
friendlies, however, disclaimed any intention 
of obliging the signal. The guards here will be 
doubled, nevertheless, and the friendly camp 
kept under the closest surveifance. The 
general opinion here is that a fight with the 
hostiles is inevitabie.

WILL PURCHASE EXTRA SILVER 


In the Hope of Kelieving the Financial 
Depression. 

WASHINGTON, December 15.—The repub- 
lican senatorial caucus committee met at 10 
o’clock this morning to consult with Secretary 
Windom respecting the formulation of a 
financial relief measure, with which duty the 
committee was charged by the last caucus. 
The secretary was accompanied by Director 
of Mint Leach. The various propositions con- 
tained in the Sherman and Plumb bills were 
taken up for discussion, and the secretary’s 
opinion was solicited on each point. He en- 
dorsed the proposition to reduce the coimpul- 
sory holding of United States bonds 
by national banks, and commended the 
proposed issue of 2 per cent bonds. In 
regard to the proposition to purchase the exist- 
ing surplus of silver bullion now in the country, 
Secretary Windom took positive grounds in 
favor of the purchase asa mean’ of enhancing 
the price of silver, anf relieving the financiai 
stringency. He suggested, however, that it 
might be prudent to restrict by law the 
amount of this surplus silver that may be pur- 
chased in any one month. 

The secretary leit the capitol early in the 
afternoon, and the caucus committee referred 
his suggestions to its subcommittee, consisting 
of Messrs. Sherman, Allison, Aldrich, Plumb 
and Telier. 

After two or three hours’ deliberation and 
consultation the subcommittee succeeded in 
reaching a decision as to the nature of ‘their 
report. Their action was promptly ratified by 
the fall committees, and will be submitted to 
the caucus tonight in the shape of a bill to be 
drafted by Mr. Sherman. The main features 
of this measure will be 2 provision for the 
purchase of the 12,000,000 ounces of silver 
surpius within one year, purchases on this ac- 
count not to exceed $35,000,000 worth of bullion 
in any one month (in addition to the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces per month now 
required by law); the issue of 2 per cent bonds, 
not to exceed $100,060,000 in amount, and the 
purchase of suflicientsilver ballion (in addi- 
tion to the foregoing requirements) to make 
good the deficiency in national bank circula- 
tion, whenever that circulation falls below 
$180,000,000, by means of the issue of treasury 
notes based upon the bullion thus purchased. 
In cave bullion in sufficient amount to meet 
this deficiency cannet be obtained, the deti- 
ciency in cirenlation is to be made good 
by the issuance of ordinary treasury notés. 

In addition tire bill will contain a clause 
providing that when the price of silver shall 
for one yeur remain constantly at or above 
legal ‘‘par’’ with gold, any holder of bullion 
may deposit it with the treasury and have it 
coined into standard silver dollars, or receive 
treasury notes therefor. 

While the committee neglected to take spe- 
cific action upon the sabject of reducing the 
amount of compulsory holding of United 
States bonds by ‘national banks, all members 
appeared to be in favor of legislation for that 
purpose, and a provision will doubtiess be in- 
serted in the bill by the caucus. 

It is learned that the report above ontlined 
did not met with the unanimous approval of

IRBY'S COLLEGE DUEL. 


SOUTH CAROLINA’S NEW SENATOR 
IN THE CRUCIBLE. 


HIS GREAT COOLNESS AND COURAGE. 


The Story of a College Escapade, Which 
Shows Irby Up im Good Light—Awk- 
ward in Manners, but Brave. 


PHILADELPHIA, December 15.—[Special.j— 
A history ot the Irby duel, at Princeton, is told 
by George Jacobs, a classmate of the senator- 
elect from South Carolina, and one of the wit 
nesses of the affair. 

He says Irby’s opponent was a Philadelphia 
student, now a prosperous tobacco merchant 
in this city. Neither of the principals knew 
that the bullets had been extracted from the 
pistol. 

AWKWARDNESS OF DRESS. 

Immediately upon Irby’s matriculation he 
awakened much comment, all adverse. His 
clothing was stylish and very expensive. Yet 
he never appeared on the street orin the class- 
room Without something being out of order. 
His tie was awry, his shoe unlaced. The fact 
was that the young man literally didn’t know 
how to dress himself. At home, from child- 
bood, his negro servants had invested him with 
every article of clothing that he wore. 

THE CHALLENGE TO FIGHT. 

The other lads derided him, and finally the 
southerner, pushed beyond the limits of en- 
durance, permitted himself to enter into a 
quarre] with one of the Philadelphia youths,and 
challenged him to fight. A prompt accept- 
ance of the challenge followed, and pistols — 
were designated as the weapons. Both had 
selected their seconds, and between these 
seconds and the remainder of the classa plot 
was concerted, whereby at once bloodshed 
should be avoided and the courage of the duel- 
ists at the same time be tested. 

It was agreed that the pistols should not be 
loaded with bullets, bus neither Irby nor his 
opponent should be made aware ef this cir- 
cumstance. On the appointed morning they 
appeared on the field of honor. Irbys attire 
was as usual humorous in its disarray. It had 
been arranged that ouc duelist should fire first, 
and that the other, if able, should fire in his 
turn. The first slot was to be determined by 
the toss of a coin. 

‘‘Heads,”’ cried the second for the north- 
erner. 

‘“‘Heads”’ it was, and the Piiladelphian had 
won the advantage. 

THE FIGHTERS IN PLACE. 

Then the combattants were placed back to 
back,and instructed to walk forward ten paces. 
At the command ‘Fire!’’ Irby’s opponent was 
to discharge his pistol). 

‘‘They obeyed instructions cooly, and the 
word was given. The Phifadelphian’s pistol 
was discharged and Irby stood unbarmed. He 
called his second to him and whispered. The 
second approached the other best man and 
said: 

‘‘Mr. Irby desires me to say that he will 
forego his right to fire if his antagonist will 
make an apology.” 


The Philadelphian heard this and retorted: 

‘*I will do nothing of the kind. Tell him to 
fire and be d———~d.”’ 

And he folded his arms, gazing defiantly at 


Irby, twenty paces away. 


THE LAST FIRE. 

At this declaration the second waiked away, 
and again the word was given, “Fire!” Irby 
pointed his weapon toward the sky, and pulled 
the trigger. Hadit contained a bullet he took 
the most effective means of preventing his 
epponent from harm. His generosity evoked 
general admiration, and thenceforth no one 
made game of him.

When Mayor Pro Tem. Hutchison called 
the body to order every member was present, 
except Mr. King, of the sixth ward.

The Clerk and Marshal. 

Mr. McBride presented a resolution reciting 
that it was the intention of this council, in asking 
for an amendroent to the city charter in reference 
to fixing the compensation of the clerk and the 
marshal of this city,toask for the passage ofa 
law by the general assembly to amend the charter 
astothe fixing of the compensation of those 
officers for the terins beginning July 1, 1893, and 
not to apply to the terms beginning July 1, 1891, 
this council having already fixed the compensa- 
tion for the Jatter terms as per ordinance adopted 
November 3, 1890. That the levislative com- 
mittee be hereby instructed to have 
the bill now pending amended to comply with the 
purport of the resolution and the city attorney is 
instructed to confer with the representatives from 
this county to request them to use their influence 
to have such a bili passed. 

Mr. Hendrix opposed the resolution and pre- 
sented a substitute directing the city attorney to 
secure legislation amending the city charter 80 as 
to authorize the council tou cover into the city 
treasury all costs arising inthe clerk’s and mar- 
shal’s office any time before July 1, 1891. 

Mr. Woodward opposed Mr. McBride’s resoiu- 
tion. 

On Mr. Hendrix’s resolution the yeas were 3 and 
the nays 13. 

Mr. McBride’s resolution was then adopted by 
just the same vote. 

The Waterworks Annex. 

Mr. Kontz, chairman of the waterworks commit- 
tee, presented a report upon Mr. McBride's reso- 
lution to place a low service pump, sixty feet lift, 
of sufficient power to deliver 2,000,000 gallons of 
water per twenty-four hours from Poole’s mill to 
the present reservoir. 

The report was tavoralMe as to arranging for low 
service pnmp and line of pipe from Po2le’s mill, to 
supplement the present water supply in times of 
drougth,provided water privileges can be made on 
reasonable terms and that the board of 
water cnmmissioners approve and recommend the 
same. 

With the report, Mr. Kontz transmitted the re- 
port of the buard of health, showing the quality 
of the Poole pond water. 

The board of health report read: 

‘To the Honorable Mayor and General Council—- 
Gentlemen; In response to a resolution of your 
honorable body, requesting the board of healti to 
have “The water in Poole’s branch analyzed and 
its watershed thoroughly examined, and to report 
uponthe advisability ofjusing the water for ten- 
porarily increasing the water supply of the city,” 
the board of health has the honor to submit the 
jollowing report, with the accompanying outline 
map of tne watershed and of the contiguous ter- 
ritory, procured through the courtesy of the city 
engineer. 

The watershed of Poole’s branch contains about 
2,600 acres. It extends from Poole’s pond—which 
is located about half a mile south of the city 


waterworks—on the east, to the Central 
railroad on the west; the aistance 
from the pond to the railroad 


being about two and one-half miles. Tho branch 
is a single stream for about half a mile above the 
pond. Between that point and the railroad it re- 
ceives four or five tributary streams, which, in 
turn, are §subdivided, so that the watershed is fan- 
shaped, having its apex at-Poole’s pond and its 
base, or expanded end fitted into the bend of the 
Central railroad and extending from East Point 
to Hapeville. 

A careful examination of this territory has been 
made by Chief Inspector Veal. He reports as 
located upon the watershed, 126 dwellings, one 
wagon factory (Blount & Bell’s) at East Point, 
iwo guano factories and one cotton seed oil mill 
on the railroad between East Point and Hapeville, 
one dairy (nine cows) and one cemetery (2). acres). 

One of the guano factories and the oil will 
are within 200 feet of one of the tributary streams. 
Nine surtace privies aud three hogpens are located 
within about filty feet of the branch. Most of the 
little farms upon the watershed have several cows 
aud several hogs.

or comparatively harmless ; and then, in the event 
of periodical or of occasiona! increase of pollution 
On account of washing rainstorms, or from ex- 
traordinary causes, the excess of impurities is 
soon carried away. Only an average amount, fora 
limited period, is gathered in with the water 
drawn from the stream, and the normal standard 
is early restored. 

On the other hand pond water, in the nature of 
things, must grow more and more foul with the 
lapse of time. The deposit of suspended matter 
of various kinds, which constantly and more or 
less rapidly takes place, soon becomes an ever 
present and an ever increasing source of contami- 
nation. No amount of overiiow is capable of pre- 
venting this unfortunate consequence of storing 
water by damn.ing a stream, because the over- 
iow escapes through standpipes, which remove 
the best or topmost portion only and leaves the 
worst or most befonled. 

Pond water is stagnant. Oxidation, if it occurs 
at ail, is sluggish and ineffective. There is no 
motion to aerate and to revive. In the event of 
washing rains, all of the impurities which the 
bear are obstructéd, are caught, are retained, 
Slowly but enrely to exert a 
jafiuence upon the water in the basin. 

Therefore, in the judgement of this board, any 
considerable expenditure of money to consum- 
mate the plan proposed, or any scheme looking to 
this source of supply for more than mere tempor- 
ary purposes—for more than avery few years— 
will prove unwise, and will ultimately result in 
disappointing failure. 

Itis clearly manifest, for the reasons above 
cited and for other reasons which can be adduced, 
that the existing excellence of the Poole’s branch 
water will not likely be long maintained, but that 
detevioration may be confidently expected in the 
hear future; and, apart from objections te the 
present method of storage, reliance upon the es- 
tablished supply alone, or supplemented by water 
drawn from Poole’s branch, is mot to be recom- 
mended either from a sanitary or from an @co- 
nomic point of view. 

These facts and these brief suggestions are most 
respectfully submitted for your serious considera- 
tion.

“ATLANTA, Ga., December 15, 1890.— To the Hon- 
orable Mayor and General Council of Atlanta, 
Ga. Your special committee appointed to look 
into the advisability of purchasing the Poole farm, 
witha view of enlarging the water supply, beg leave 
to report that after investigation your commit- 
tee ds of the opinion that the Puole creek ought to 
be controlled by the city. A reservoir ought to be 
built eo as to double our present sterage capacity, 
then pump the water from Poole creek into our 
present reservoir. This, with an additional 20-inch 
pipe to the city, will give us an average 
water supply of 6,000,000 gallons per day, 
which, in the opinion of your committee, would 
accommodate the wants of the city for ten years. 
These additions can be made at acost of about 
$100,000. These suggestions we commend to the 
incuming council.” A. 8S. Roppjns, Chr’m.

The Underground Wires. 

Mr. Ilulsey, chairman of the ordinance commit- 
tee, presented an ordinance on anderground tele- 
phone wires. 

It read: 

An ordinance authorizing the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, of the city of 
New York, to construct and operate an under- 
ground system in the city of Atlanta, Ga. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby ordained 
by authority of the same, 

Section 1. The Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, of the city of New York, its 
successors and assigns are hereby authorize and 
permitted to construct under plans approved by 
the board of electric control and the city engineer 
of said city, suitable and adequate subways or 
conduits under the streets, alleys and other public 
places in said city, with manholes and house con- 
nections, and to maintain the same and to place 
and maintain therein their wires and cables, and 
make and erect such distributing poles and other 
connections and ee as may be neces- 
sary or suitable in the operation or conduct of 
their telephone and telegraph system and bus- 
iness. Said company shall promptly in each case 
after laving its subways and conduits or otherwise 
disturbing the surface of any such street, alley or 
other public place, restore the same to as good 
condition a8 it was in before -such disturbance 
thereof, and shall keep and maintain the same in 
good condition for the period of one year there- 
after. Inthe laying of wires contemplated by 
thie ordinance, one side of the street only is to be 
used by such company, and shall be used under 
the direction of the board of electric control 
and the city engineer. 

Sec. 2. The permission and authority? herein 
above granted is upon and forthe consideration. 
that said company shall reserve sutticient and 
necessary space, net exceeding one duct, free of 
expense to said city, for the fire, police and other 
wires belonging to said city and used exclusively 
for municipal purposes, wires for electric light or 
power excepted, andthe electrical superinten- 
dents and other proper servants of the depart- 
ments using any such wires, shall be allowed 
access to said conduits, and equal facilities and 
privileges with others using said conduits in 
pitting in, taking out and repairing wires under 
the supervision of the local electric manager of 
saidcompany. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained that after June 1, 
1893, it shall not be lawful for any telephone com- 
pany doing businessin the city ot Atlanta, to con- 
struct or operate any wires or poles above ground 
within the now existing fire limits of said city, 
except such as may be necessary for distributing

purposes, and such distributing wires and poles 
shall be placed only upon written permit of the 
board of elec.ric controland the city engineer. 
Such permits shail be issued by the board of 
electric control, upon application of the telephone 
company, but only when necessary to accommo- 
date citizens desiring telephone service. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall take effect from its 
passage and shall not be construed to modify or 
repeal any ordinance now of force reguiating tel- 
ephone, electric or telegraph matters further than 
such aS may be expressly contradictory hereto. 
And the city reserves the right at any time to 
amend this ordinance wheneverin the judgment 
of the mayor and general council the satety and 
convenience of the public shall require. 

Mr. Woodward opposed the ordinance. 

Mr. Inman was not pleased 

Neither was Mr. Middlebrooks nor Mr. McBride. 
' Mr. Woodward presented an amendment to the 
tourth section. 

Mr. Haas was satisfied with the ordinance with 
this amendment, which was read: 

Provided that nothing contained in this ordi- 
nance shall be so construed to prevent; any fature 
council from exercising its right to repeal, or 
aimend this ordinance in the interest of coinpeti- 
tion, and to grant any other telephone company 
the right to uccupy the streets and alleys of this 
city. 

Mr. Inman wanted toamend by reserving the 
right to the city to grant permits either above or 
under ground,

Mr. Hirsch introduced a resolution indefinitely 
postponing the election of trustees fof the H. W. 
Grady hospital. 

How Many Volts. 

The electrical committee submitted a report on 
the paper from the board of electrical control, 
asking instruction as to the number of volts to be 
allowed by the electric light company in wires for 
supplying heavy day currents. The report read: 

**Your committee recommend that this paper be 
referred back tothe board of electrical control, 
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with instructions to see that all laws are strictly | 


obeyed, and to make everything as absolutaly sate 
as possibie; toudemand that nothing but the best 
material be used in the construction of lines for 
heavy currents, and to reserve all rights to have 
all heavy currents removed incase ot neglect or 
tw protect life or property.” 

The Auditor and Recorder. 

The police committee presented a report on the 
communication from Judge E. C. Kontz, auditor 
and recorder. 

The report recommended that the auditor and 
recorder be relieve:l of the duties of auditor for 
the reason tgat since the creation of the office of 
comptroller a complete daily checking of each de- 
partment is made through said office, and for 
the further reason that te duties of the 
recorder are now such as to require 
his entire time. Wealso recommend that the re- 
corder be relieved of the duty of making daity 
reports to the comptrolier, and that said reports 
be made by the clerk acting m said court, and 
that said clerk be required to take an oath for the 
faithful discharge of his duties as said clerk. 

Action on the report was postponed. 

The Double Track. 

The electric committee submitted a lengthy re- 
port upon the petition of the Atlanta Street Car 
Company for permission to run double tracks 
Marietta and Decatur streets. The report tead: 

“Your committee to whom ‘ 
the petition of the 


pany for double privileges, 
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various parts of the city; also, to say as to what 
amount each streeigcar line crossing Broad street 
bridge shall contribute to the building or the 
keeping in repair of the said bridge. On that por- 
tion of Marietta street, between the junction of 
Walton street and Jones avenue, the Edgewood 
Avenue RailroadC ompany shall ‘construct the 
second track,and the Atlanta Street Railway Com- 
pany and Edgewood avenve company shall 
use the two tracks in comimon—cars 
going * one way on one track 
and the other way on the other, On all streets 
where the double track is placed, the street car 
couipany shall, in lieu of paying for the requisite 
amount of permanent improvements, be requ 

to take up the belgian biocks—or other improve- 
eeue~the entire width of the street, and re- 
grade and lower the crown on such streets occu- 
pied—the work to be done under the supervision 
of the city engineer and commissioner of public 
works. 

“On that portion of Marietta street mentioned 
above the Edgewood avenue company shall bear 
the expense. Provided, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to relieve any railroad 
from paying tor permanent improvements on all 
streets or parts of streets where it is not necessary 
to change the grade. 

“In granting the right to use electricity asa 
motive power, the city reserves the 
right to pass any law that the mayor 
and general council may, in their good judge- 
ment, deem best and necessary for the protection 
of lifeand property. All construction shall be 
made under and subject to the approval of the 
board of electrical control.” 

An amendment was presented waiving the col- 
lection of the city proportion of the cost of the 
belgian blocks in consideration of the railroad 
company doing the necessary regrading and re- 
laying of belgian blocks on the streets. 

Mr. Kontz was opposed to the amendment, as- 
serting that the citizens were entitled to the re- 
turn of their money. 

The report was adopted. 

The Jones Street Car Line. 

Mr. W. D. Ellis, Mr. Frank T. Ryan and others, 
appeared before the commitiee asking a revo- 
cation of the permission granted the At- 
lanta Street Car Company to change its 
line on Jones street, claimipg that the change 
would inconvenience the peopie and detract from 
the value of the property., 

The permission granted was reconsidered and 
all the papers were referred to the electric light 
committee. 

The Atlanta Street Railroad Company, the Gate 
City Street Railroad Company and the Atlanta 
and West End Railroad Company asked for the 
remission of tax penalities. The paper was re- 
ferred to the tax committee. 

Publie Buildings and Grounds. 

The cominittee on public buildings and grounds, 
Mr. Howell, chairman, presented a report showing 
that the new engine house, No. 5,on Thompson 
and Peters streets, was contracted for by John T. 
Samples at $5,450. 

The contractor was paid $2,847.50. 

When he threw up the contract Bruce & Morgan 
finished the building, and were paid $3,552.26, 

This was $4.76 more than the contract. 

The next lowest bid to Mr. Samples’s was 
$6,475. 

The total cost of the building was $6,399.76. 

Thus $75.24 was saved onthat bid by the city 
work. 

Mr. Samples gave a bond of $2,500 to finish the 
job according to the plans and specifications. 

With the peport Mr. Howell introduced a resolu- 
tion referring the adjustment of the claim of the 
city for $449.76 against the bondsmen of John T. 
Sainples to the city attorney, with instructions to 
take such steps as will protect the interest of the 
city. 

It was adopted. 

On Mr. Woodward’s resolution, that a site be 
selected and a new city stockade be built at as 
early a date as possible, the same committee re- 
committed the paper to the council, and recom- 
mended that the money arising from the sale of 
- present stockade be appropriated to the pur- 
chase. 

The same committee reported adversely upon 
Mr. Woodward’s resolution creating an assistant 
chief of the fire department and defining his 
duties. It was adopted. 

Mr. Howell presented a resolution fixing the 
Salary of the messenger from July 1, 1891, at $75 
a month, the salary of the janitor at $50a month 
and the salary of the elevator man at $25 a year. 

It was adopted. 

School Furniture. 

Mr. Hirsch introduced a resolution taking $2,500 
from the contingent fundto pay for desks and 
other school furniture for the new school of 1890. 

More Bill Boards. 

Mr. L. DeGive appeared before the council and 
asked permission toerect bill boards atthe fol- 
lowing places: Corner of Loyd and Decatur 
streets, southwest corner; on Decatur street, be-

AN ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
capes on certain buildings for the safety and 
protection of human life. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same that, it being 
aoeny for the safety and protection of human 
ife. 

Section1. Thatall buildingsin said city three 
Stories or more in height, not ineluding 
basements, used as a factory, workshop, lodge 
room, hotel, boarding house, public hall, or sleep- 
ing place, or apartment, shall have thereon suita- 
ble and substantial fire escapes of the following 
character and material. Brackets must not be 
less than 44x1%, inches, wrought iron, placed 
cdgewise, or 15, inch angie iron, well braced, and 
not more than 8 feet apart, and the braces to 
brackets must be not less % inch square, wrought 
iron, and must extend two-thirds of the width of 
the respective brackets or balconies. In all cases 
the brackets must go through the wall, and be 
turned down 3jinches, 

Brackets on new buildings must be set as the 
walis are being built. When brackets are to be 
put on old houses, the part going through the 
wall shall nat be less than one inch in diameter, 
with screw nuts and washers, not less than 5 
inches — and 44 inch thick. 

Top rails.—The top rail of balcony must be 
154x*_ inch, wrought iron, and in all cases must 
go through the walis, and must be secured by uuts 
and 4-inch washers, at least *% inch thick. 

Kottom Rails.—bBottom rails must be 1, x %, 
inch, wrought iron, well leaded into the wall. 
in frame buildings the top rails must go through 
the studding and be secured on the inside by 
washers and nuts as above. 

Filling-in Bars.—The filling-in bars must be not 
less than 4, inch round or square, wrought iron, 
placed not more than 6inches from centers, and 
well riveted to the top and botton rails. 

Stairs.—The stairs, in all cases, must not be less 
than 18 inches wide,. and constructed of 4,.x31, 
inch wroucht iron sides or strings. Steps to be % 
inch round iron, double rungs, 4% x3 inch flat iron, 
and well riveted to the strings. 
be secured toa bracket on top, and rest on and be 
secured to a bracket or extra cross bar at the bot- 
tom. All stairs must havea %4 inch handrail of 
wrought iron, well braced. 

Floors.—The flooring of balconies must be of 
wrought iron 1'4x%4 inch slats placed not over 114 
inches apart, and secured to iron buttons 114x4, 
inch, not over 3 feet apart aud riveted at the 
intersection. The opening for stairways in all 
baiconies shall not be less than 14 inches wide and 
$0 inches long. 

Drop Ladders.—Drop ladders from lower bal- 
conies where required sha'l not be less than 14 
inches wide, and shall be 144x%¢ inch sides and 5, 
inch rungs of wroughtiron. In no case shall the 
ends of baiconies extend inore than 9 inches over 
the brackets. 

The height of railing around balconies shalt not 
be less than 2 feet 9 inches. A balcony must be at 
each story. 

Sec.2. Thechief of the fire department and 
building inspectors shall constitute a board of 
fire escapes, and no fire escape will be accepted 
without their approval, and they shajl have 
authority to decide the number and location of all 
fire escapes on buildings. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall be published in 
two daily papers for 15 days, then it shall be the 
dluty of the owners of all buildings cominz under 
the requirements of this ordinance to have placed 
on sail building within ninety (90) days after said 
advertisement, sach fire escapes as are reqnired. 


Should any owner, agent or tenant in possession 
of any sach building, fail within the time spec- 
ified im said advertisement to have fire escapes 
pioced on any building as provided for by this 
ordinance, he or she shall be subject to a fine of 
not exceeding $19 and cost, and to 
be imprisoned not exceeding thirteen days, 
either or both in the discretion of the court, and 
for each month thereafter until said ordinance 
shall be complied with. Such owner, agent or 
tenant in possession shall be subject to the same 
penalties us aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. After fire escapes have been placed on 
any building as aforesaid in pr ay with the 

rovisions of this ordinance and the 

come unsafe or in need of change or repair in 
order to mal-e the same safe, the ehief or acting 
chiei of the fire department shall serve notice to 
lacke such change within ten daysand in edse of 
{failure oi any owner to have such change or re-

Sensible Financial Reform. 

The interview with Congressman Candler, 
printed in THe CONSTITUTION of yesterday, 
clearly outlines a sensible and practicable 
system of financial reform. 

It is well, just at this time, to keep the 
main points of this proposed reform before 
the thinking people of the country. 

1. We must have the free and unlimited 
coinage of legal tender silver. 

2. We must amend the national banking 
law by repealing the tax on the issues of 
state banks. 

For four years bills having these ends in 
view have been pending in congress, but the 
potential influence of the national banks has 
caused them to be smothered in committee. 

Mr. Candler goes into details to show the 
workings of his plan. No more national 
banks should be chartered, but the system 
should be allowed to die through the gradual 
expiration of existing charters. Enough 
treasury notes, redeemable in coin, should 
be issued to retire all outstanding govern- 
mént bonds, andthe government should go 
into. the market and buy them up. A 
redemption fund of about $200,000,000 in 
gold and silver should be provided, although 
it is safe to say that only small amounts of 
these bonds would ever be presented. With 
our present volume of $346,000,000 of green- 
backs in circulation and $100,000,000 in 
gold to redeem them, none are ever pre- 
sented for redemption. Paper money is pre- 
ferred by the people generally. 

This plan, says Nr. Candler, would stop 
the interest account, increase the currency 
about $10 per capita, and destroy or remodel 
the national banking system. The balance 
of the currency demanded by the business of 
the country would be furnished by the state 
banks, which answered every purpose very 
well for seventy years in our history. 

It will be seen that these are the ideas 
which have been earnestly advocated in 
these columns for severa] years past. We 
havethought from the very first, and we 
still think that these ideas embrace the 
soundest and best scheme of financial reform 
thai has ever been suggested. When we get 
rid of the government bonds and the national 
banks, and plant ourselves upon the free 
coinage of silver and state banks of issue, 
judiciously regulated by the state legisla- 
tures, the country will have all the money 
that its legitimate wants require. Local 
banks will then supply local currency for 
local needs, and the farmers of the country, 
instead of being financially outlawed, will 
be able to offer their productive lands as 
security, and borrow money without running 
the risk of having their estates swallowed up 
by the Shylocks. 

It is an encouraging sign to see these ideas 
growing in public favor. They are leaven- 
ing the mass of the people, and no matter 
what changes may come in our financial 
system, the free coinage of silver and the 
restoration of our old state banks will 
gradually win a degree of favor and confi- 
dence that will turn them into accomplished 
facts. | 
Congressman Candler is on the right line, 
and the sooner his policy secures more ad- 
vocates in congress, the better it will be for 
the country. 


A Bad System. 

An esteemed correspondent asks if some 
of our recent financial editorials were aimed 
at certain speculative capitalists. 

It is a bad system that we are making war 
upon. The men who are taking advantage 
of it, and growing rich out of the misfortunes 
of others, would be succeeded by others if 
they retired from business—others who 
would do the very same thing. It is useless 
to fight particular persons, when, after all, 
the system under which they operate is to 
blame. 

Mr. F. M. Coker, in an interview printed 
in last Sunday’s CONSTITUTION, sized up the 
situation when he said: ‘‘There is too little 
money and too much speculation. Remedy, 
more money and less speculation.”’ 

That is what we are working for. In- 
stead of denouncing Messrs. John Doe and 
Richard Roe for absorbing too much of the 
people’s money, let us goin for a currency 
that will meet the wants of the country, and 
be controlled in the people’s interest, so that 
Messrs. Doe and Roe will not be able to play 
tricks with itand lock it up at their own 
sweet will.

Parnell and the Irish. 

The split in the Irish party seems to be 
more serious than was thought possible a 
few days ago. In view of that fact, it is im- 
portant that the cause of it, as well as the 
position of Mr. Parnell, should be thoroughly 
understood. : 

It should be borne in mind that, while 
Mr. Parnell’s social indiscretion is at the 
bottom of the whole busines«, on account of 
the stand Mr. Gladstone has ken, it is not 
the cause of the split between Mr. Parnell 
and the other Irish leaders.

declaration of confidence and prevailed ona 
majority of the Irish members of parlia-

leader. It will thus be seen that it was not 
the O’Shéa verdict that really caused the 
split, but Mr. Gladstone's notions about the 
verdict, 

After Mr. Gladstone’s letter had been 
madé public, Mr. Parnell offered to retire if 
McCarthy and Healy would get from Mr. 
Gladstone an assurance that his home rule 
bill would give the Dublin parliament con- 
trol over the Irish constabulary, judiciary 
and magistracy, and over the agrarian ques- 
tion. In other words, Mr. Parnell, before 
he retired, desired to have an assurance that 
his people would have the substance and not 
the shadow of home rule. 

Mr. Gladstone, however, positively -re- 
fused to give any such assurance. He 
merely said that any home rule bill must be 
satisfactory to the Irish people, or it neither 
could nor would be passed. Thereupon Mr. 
Parnell refused to retire and has appealed 
the matter to the Irish people. 

This is the way the matter stands.

He was for two 
terms mayor of the city, and when he died 
occupied the responsible office of chairman of 
the board of water commissionexs. 

His public life was marked by a progressive 
spirit that resulted in great good to the city, 
and in all his acts he manifested a high con- 
scivusness of the trust he held. 

He was a good man, Christian and upright, 
an ideal citizen and a true and valued friend. 
A Short Biography. 

Judge Cicero C. Hammock was born in 
Walton country in 1823, and in his early man- 
hood went tothe Mexican war, where he earned 
the reputation for gallantry which made his 
people honor him with place and position upon 
his return to Oglethorpe county. 

There he held the office of clerk of the 
superior court and judge of the inferior court. 

From Oglethorpe Judge Hammock came to 
Atianta, and from here he entered the con- 
federate army asa commissioned officer. Again 
‘on the “‘teited field” he exhibited those 
manly and_ soldierly qualities which 
had characterized him in his career 
in Mexico. At the close of the 
war in 1865 he laid aside his sword and turned 
his attentiom to mercantile pursuits. With 
the well-known firm of Langston, Crane & 
Hammock, he earned a reputation for fair 
dealing and business integrity which led his 
fellow-citizens to call him, as already stated,.to 
the highest office in the gift of the city. Twice 
he filled, with credit to himself and great ad- 
vantage to the general public, the oftice of 
mayor, and @uring his administration of the 
affairs of the city many of our cherished and 
valued institutions were inaugurated and fos- 
tered. The public schools, then in their in- 
fancy, received his official encouragement and 
support, and.the waterworks system was suc- 
cessfully inangurated. The years 1873 and 
1875 were the periods of his official career ‘as 
mayor. and his energy and conservatism were 
largely instrumental in bringing to perfection 
what is known as the “new charter’ of At- 
lanta, under which our city has grown to its 
present propprtions of financial strength and 
greatness. 

In later years Judge Hammock has 
never abated his interest in At 
lanta, and at the time of his death 
was president of the board of water commission- 
ers, in Which capacity he rendered valuable 
aid in keeping up the present system, and in 
devising msskods and means for perfecting the 
new plans about to be inaugurated. 

In his private life, as a neighbor and friend, 
the brightast part of Judge Hammock’s his- 
tory can be found. Generous, unpretentions, 
honest in ll his dealings, sympathetic, open 
and manly, he was most beloved by those who 
knew him best. 

In his early manhood he married Miss But- 
ler, of Oglethorpe county, and to her and his 
only child,;now Mrs. A. C. Briscoe, he has 
always boon devoted. In the circle of his 
home he dj-ew his chief happiness, and to the 
influence of these two gentie women he 
drew tho inspiration of his _ successful 
life. Judge Hanimeck was a member of the 
church, and by his life gave evidence of that 
strong faith which sustained him down to the 
brink of te dark waters. 

His funéral will occur today as stated. 

The sortow-stricken family has the heartfelt 
sympathy: of the entire community.

W. A. Candler from 
Dr. A. L. Nance on the Twitty Bill. 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., December 13, 1890.—KEditor 
Constitution: In your issue of today there isa 
communication from the Rev. W. A. Candler upon 
the ‘‘T witty bill,” that for broad assertion, with- 
out the introduction of any proof, either from rea- 
son or equity, form an enunciation of the facts as 
to the merits or demerits of the bill that is remark- 
able. 

What right have you or any other man to com- 
pel me to pay orto hire an attorney to prosecute 
myself? Or what right have you to compel 
me to pay another man (for attending 
to business for you which you ought to attend to 
yourseif? Or what right have you to compel we 
to pay your agent for the discharge of any duty? 
I have scanned the whole article carefully, and 
must pronounce it one of broad assertion, con- 
taining neither the teachings of political economy, 
nor supported with one single scintilla of evi- 
dence, cither of reason, morality, or equity. I 
defy the Rey. W. A. Candler, either to adduce 
or produce any such a blot or blemish in any con-~ 
tract, or note, in ante-bellum times—=still our laws 
were more rigid upon collections than they are 
today. *Tis not the mgidity of collection of which 
we complain, but the robbery—the taking of that 
un ree | for which you return no equivalent. We 
contend that you had just as well legalize burg- 
lary or any other crime known to the statute. 
We like progressiveness, but not in theft and rob- 
bery. How often has many a poor debtor, just by 
the mere passing of a note for one 
or two — into the hands of an attorney 
collector, aq to pay $15 upon a $8150 
note, when he was but illy able to pay the princi- 
pal and interest, which is all that law, justice 
and equity ought to require of him. 

Now, 48 to the facts in the case. Here we havea 
legislator attempting to lobby through a vile and 
corrupt measure, his purpose being to defeat a 
righteous bill introduced by Mr. Twitty. Not being 
content with having a religious subsidized press, 
he drags in the garb of the so-called ministry to 
ease his troubled conscience and to enact his infa- 
mous legislation. All praise wo Mr. Twitty for his 
brave and manly course, and every anathema 
and exeécration upon his unjust opponents and 
others who are introducing bhis and messures to 
legalize usury. lie will receive the approval of 
an honest and righteous constituency.

THE ABSTRACT COMPANIES. 

There was a lively tussle in the house over 
the bill of Mr. Martin, of Fulton, yesterday, 
bearing upon the securing of county records 
by abstract companies. 

The bill provides thatall abstract companies 
may, by such reasonable arrangements as the 
clerks of superior courts may make with the 
company, obtain free of cost all county 
records, provided such companies sign a con- 
tract to give back the records to the county in 
case the county's books are ever destroyed. 

A number of legislators engaged in the Ge- 
bate that followed. 

The bill was lost. 

The following committee of one from each 
congressional district was appointed to inves- 
tigate and report what bills are necessary to 
be acted upon before the legislature adjourns: 

Mr. Atkinson, from the fourth, chairman; 
from the first, Clifton; from the second, 
Humphreys: from the third, Wells; from the 
fifth Goodwin; from the sixth, Boifeuillet;

tenth, Calvin. 

Some Pointers. 

In his speech yesterday, on the adjourn- 
mént question, Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, said 
that, personally, he would be ready to agjourn 
without a day on the 20th or 23d 
instant. He was glad that the gentle- 
man from Waiker (Mr. Wheeler) had 
offered the amendment which contemplated 
a recess to the second Wednesday in January 
next; because this proposition would bring the 
house face to face with the question whether 
ornotthe body of the house could return 
earlier than the second Wednesdayin July 
next without great sacrifice of private in- 
terest—-a greater sacrifice than their con- 
stituents would require of them. The propo- 
sition would develop the fact that the mem- 
bers had become convinced that the publie 
business could not be transacted within forty 
or even ninety days, and that their predeces- 
sors the past ten years did not deserve the 
criticisms passed upon them on account of the 
sessions complained of. 

Mr. Calvin declared that the present house 
was a working body, but it was not a particle 
more diligent than those which had preveded 
it.

Much.discussion came up over the Dill in- 
troduced by Mr. Tatum, of Dade, amending the 
code so that the state shall pay all expenses of 
trials of escape, or attempt to escape, or all 
other crimes of convicts. 

Mr. Tatum claimed that it was unjust for 
the county of Dade to be made to pay more 
than one-third of the expenses thus incurred 
by the state’s convicts. 

Mr. Whitfield, of Baldwin, urged that the 
state should not be responsible for such expenses 
of the convicts when they are leased out.

IN THE SENATE. 
The Work of Yesterday’s Session—Some 
Bills Passed. 

The first important business of the senate 
yesterday morning was the reading and refer- 
ence of the general tax bill which has passed 
the house and hasalready been published in 
THE CONSTITUTION. Senator Terre!l urgeda 
speedy consideration of the bili and there was 
no dissent. It went at once to the finance 
committee. 

The special order was amended, senate bill 
No. 50 by Senator Ellington. It provides for 
a special county tax for school purposes after 
the proposition has been adopted by a vote of 
the people. 

The bill has been thoroughly discussed in 
the senate before, and Senator Ellington 
briefly urged its iinmediate passage. 

The vote stood yeas, 27; nays, 1—Senator 
McRae, of the fifteenth district, being the only 
dissenter, and he privately explained to the 
author of the bill that his negative vote was 
not because of any particular opposition to the 
bill, but because some of his constituents 
thought the schools were using too much 
money. 

The resolution authorizing the governor to 
settle the litigation concerning the old Geor- 
gia lottery property by a compromise with the 
claimants, so that the state will receive at 
least $20,000, was taken up. This isa resolu- 
tion similar to the one passed in 1884, but 
never carried out. Senator Terre}! explained 
the resolution and it was passed unanimously. 

The bills incorporating the Southeastern 
Mutual Accident Association, of Athens, and 
to provide for admitting foreign willis to pro- 
bate were passed unanimously. 

Senator UO’ Neal’s bill to prohibit the use of 
opprobrious epithets or obscene language be- 
fore females, or in cars and public conveyances, 
was passed without discussion. 

The Laurens county registration law was 
amended to require an exhibition ofa tax re- 
ceipt before a certificate of registration could 
be issued.

It provides 
that ‘‘hereafter all parties shall be authorized 
to settle their cases in court or their claims in 
the hands of attorneys atany time, and no at- 
torneys shall have tae right to continue iti- 
gation after such settiement on account of any 
claim for iees, whether he consented to the 
settlement or not.’’ 

Other Bills Passed. 

The bill requiringthe paymentin advance 
of $10 to cover costs in divorse suits was 
amended so as to make it read 86, and passed.

Company. 

To cover into the treasury the $24.000 negro col- 
lege appropriation remaining undrawn by the At- 
lanta university. 


EXTENSIVE RAIDING. 


A Lot of Moonshine Property Destroyed. 
Revenue Officers Fired Upon. 

The northern of Rabun county is thickly 
infested with moonshbiners. 

Deputy Collectors Spence and Holden, and 
Deputy Marshals Cape and Burrell, raided 
this section Saturday last, and cap & 
fifty-gallon copper still, eighteen fermenting 
tubes, 2,000 gailons of beer and thirty gallons 
of singlings, belonging toJames Lamb; a fifty- 
gallon copper still, nine fermenting tubes and 
1,000 gallons of beer, the property of W._ 8. 
Hughes; a forty-five gallon copper still, nine 
fermenting tubes and 1,000 gallons of beer be- 
longing to H. P. Pendergast and J. A. Moore. 
Each still had a daily capacity of ten gallons. 
The total value of the property captured was 
about $400. . 

Lamb and Moore escaped. Hughes and Pen- 
dergast were arrested and taken before Com- 
missioner Gaston at Gainesville, who bound 
them over, in default of bail, for trial. Hughes 
endeavored to intimidate the officers with a 
couple of pistols, but he was disarmed and his 
firearms confiscated. 

Saturday night a determined assault was 
made by moonshiners or their friends upon 
Deputy Collectors Colquitt, Alexander and 
Bryan, and Deputy Marshal Thompson, at 
Bonifay, Fla.,a small station on the Savan- 
nah and Florida raijroad. 

The revenue men had made es successful 
raid that day in Holmes county, capturing and 
destroying four distilleries, and were on their 
way to the com missioner with some prisoners 
when attacked. 

They were seated in hacks when tho trouble 
occurred. A dozen meh approached, chopped 
in the hacks and tired into them. The fire 
was quickly returned by the officers and the 
attacking party driven off. 

Deputy Collector Alexander was slightly 
wounded in the thigh and Deputy Marshal 
Thompson was shot in both legs. No arrests 
were made. 

The attention of United States Commis- 
sioner Maning. at Washington, was brought to 
the affair, and he immediately ordered that 
vigorous measures be taken to ferret out and 
secure the arrest of the guilty parties.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 15..-The great concern in 
Wall street today was the conference of the railroad 
presidents, but nothing was known during the day 
about it. However, as it was decided that no informa- 
tion should be given out from the meeting until some 
positive plan shall be formulated and agreed upon, 
the impression prevails that a favorable result will be 
Confidence is generally returning, and 
the money lenders are more inclined to do business. 
The market today was dull and sluggish, one general 
disposition being to await the outcome of the presi- 
dents’ meeting before doing anything. The demand 
was very light. The London figures were materially 
higher, and our market opened from \, tol per cent 
better, in sympathy with it, but the lack of demand 
after the first morning movement had been satisfied 
and which raised prices from '; to *y per cent over 
those of the opening, caused a sagging movement, 
which lasted throughout the greater portion of the 
day, wiping out most of the advance over Saturday’s 
final figures. There ,were a few specially strong 
spots, however, among which Missouri Pacific, Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie preferred and a few others were 
prominent. The great feature of the day was the 
sharp advance in silver certificates from 105 to 110 on 
prospects that there will be purchased the $13,000,000 
of silver inthe country, together with the possible 
utilization of fractional silver, besides prospects of 
other legislation, which is considered favorable by 
the silver men. The advance was not all held, but it 
closed near the top. Another sharp advance was 
made by Laclede gas, which was started up bya 
decision of the supreme court of Missouri in favor of 
the company, which allows it to charge $1.25 per 1,000 
instead of 90 cents, as fixed by the city council last 
year. It touched 17% against 12 last Saturday, and 
closed at 17%. ‘The market dwindled away to smaller 
proportions in the afternoon, with but little buying in 
the last few minutes, and closed it with a steady to 
firm tone, at about the opening prices for most stocks.

HAS SOMETHING TO SAY ABOUT 
EDUCATION IN GEORGIA. 


The North Georgia Agricultural College and 
the Good Work It Is Doing—An Inter- 
esting Review of Its Career. 


Epiror ConsTiTcTion: The defeat of the ap- 
propriations to the branch colleges will prove a 
sad blow to the cause of education in Georgia. 

For eighteen years I have labored as president 
of the board of trustees of the North Georgia 
Agricultural college. During that time the build- 
ing donated by congress was destroyed by fire,and 
rebuilt by the state. Notwithstanding this calam- 
ity, the exercises have never stopped. When the 
last generalassembly concluded to aid this institu- 
tion by an appropriation, I felt that the state had 
at length concluded to meet the general govern- 
meut ina liberal spirit.and supplement the amount 
annually derived trom the iand scrip fund for the 
support of the agricultural colleges. 

I hope that it is not yet too late to say a word to 
the members of the present general assembly on 
behalf of the Dahlonega college. 

It was the first agricultural college in Georgia‘ 
established under the act of congress of 1862, 1ts 
charter being older than the State College of Ag- 
riculture, at Athens. Its trustees saw very early 
the necessity for training and supplying teachers 
for the common schools, and in 1877 the 
legislature authorized tiie trustees to li- 
cense such pupils as might be found 
capable to teach in the public schvols. 
Most of the students were from the country 
districts of the state, and knew more about 
farming than about books. The demand for 
teachers was greater than for farmers. The pres- 
ent school system had,in a measure, destroyed 
the profession of teaching. The teacher found 
that his occupation, if not “gone,’’ was at least 
not supporting, for reasons not now necessary to 
discuss. These teachers generally went into 
other pursuits, and it became evident that the 
best way to supply their places was to put 
young men and young women into the 
field, who would engage in teaching while 
they were occupied in obtaining an education for 
themselves. The teachers thus sent forth from 
Dahlonega college have performed their work 
well and satisfactory. The demand for teachers 
is greater than we can supply. One year during 
Colonel Lewis’s administration, we required 
teachers to report the number of pupils taught by 
them. The gratifying reports sent in showed that 
they had instructed in the state schovls that fall 
over 4,000 pupils. 

In the meantime the military department was 
notidie. The officer detailed by the president 
and secretary of war—always a graduate of West 
Point—was successfully perfecting the young 
men of the state in the art of warand the disci- 
pline of the soldier. These leaders have gone forth 
to all parts of the state, and notwithstanding 
other schools have accomplished much inthis 
direction, it will hardly be denied tbat the Dah- 
loneya school has been the means 
largely of restoring the military spirit and 
Syste of the state to its present gratilying con- 
dition. The cadets of this college are to be found 
among the officers and men of most of the military 
companies of the state. This department does not 
cost the state of Georgia anything. The com- 
mandant’s salary is paid by the United States 
government, which also supplies the arms and is- 
sues annually a sufficient supply of aminunition 
without a dol/ar’s cost to the state of Georgia. 

Every other state in the union, so far as I can 
ascertain, supplements the congressional appro- 
priation to the agricultural colege. 

The last general assemblv undertook to do this 
thing, and it gave to these colleges an impetus 
they had not known before, and if aid then given is 
summarily taken away, some of them at leust will 
have to close their doors, 

The Dahlonega college was the first institution 
in the state that made education free to all, and 
from the first hour has admitted the daughters of 
the state to all the advantages and privileges 
afforded the opposite sex. For sixteen years 
young women had been receiving diplomas and 
degrees at this college, when the legislature waked 
up and required thatthe branch colleges should 
admit the girls!) Many women today in Georgia 
and elesewhere, are the proud owners of diplomas 
from this college, bearing also the imprimatur of 
the State university of Georgia, and the name of 
its distinguished chancellor. 

Now, that the college is just upon its feet again, 
prepared to do valiant work in the cause of edu- 
cation, will the legislature strike it down? Hav- 
ing risen, phoenix-like, from its ashes, would it 
not be better, on the part of the present legisla- 
ture, to give it the small assistance it asks 
=e it moving along in its beneficent 
work. 

These branch colleges ought not to be compelled 
to come before every general assembly asking aid. 
The legislature of Georgia, when it accepted the 
land Angi from congress, became morally, if not 
legally, bound to appropriate money to such in- 
stitutions as were Supported out of the congress- 
jonal fund. If necessary, reduce the military 
appropriation, and give the amount thus saved to 
branch colleges, for really the military cannot 
well get along without the well-trained 
soldier r@eruits, who annually go forth from the 
branch celleges. W. P. PRICE,
